Market Drop 
Psychological 
Set back

NEW 
YORK 
(AP) - The 


plunge of the stock market has 
been called a crisis in investor 
confidence. 
The 
drop of the 


Dow-Jones 
Industrial average 


below the 800 mark could be a 
psychological 
setback. That's 


because stock market watchers 
— whether shareowners or not 
- put faith in these neat round 
numbers. 


It does little good to tell the 


general public 
that Monday's • 


drop of 12.59 points in the index 
of 30 leading industrial stocks is 
not an average drop of $12.59 
per share by any means, but 
less than $1.25. Nor will thepub- 
lic turn to other indexes tailored 
to come closer to actual dollar 
values in recording upswings 
and downturns. 


What the public notes is that 


just six months ago the Dow 
industrial was pushing close to 
a fantastic figure of 1,000 and 
has now dropped more than 200 
points — somewhat mysterious- 
ly, since business statistics con- 
tinue to climb. The long flirta- 
tion of the Dow industrials with 
the 800 mark — first on the up- 
tick in the earlier years, and 
now on the downswing — cap- 
tured public fancy. 


It was Feb. 28, 1964, that the 


Dow 
industrial 
index finally 


closed above the 800 mark for 
the first time, after repeated 
near-misses. And from then un- 
til this spring the bulls had 
things pretty much their way 
with the Dow going to 995.15 on 
Feb. 
9 this year. 
But they 


couldn't push the Dow to the 
mystic 1,000 point, despite gen- 
eral public expectation. And the 
bears have finally shoved it be- 
low 800. 


What the public will note 


about the behavior of the Dow 
industrial average Monday was 
that 
the 
12.59 point plunge 


wasn't just a tilt caused by one 
or two weak sisters. Of the 30 
stocks on the index, 20 hit new 
low prices for the year. And the 
other 10 were well below their 
record highs. 


How the small investor and 


the general public reacts will be 
watched closely. 


The market professionals also 


watch the Dow's performance, 
but with a difference. Many are 
now saying that technically the 
market seems oversold. And the 
big drop, along with heavier 
trading, may be setting a base 
from which at least a tempo- 
rary recovery can be expected. 


Investor confidence has been 


shaken 
since 
spring by the 


many uncertainties clouding the 
future trend of the economy.

There is a great difference be- 
tween being deprived of sleep 
by being wakened every time 
you start to nod (I believe 11 
days is the record for this) and 
lying in bed and fretting be- 
cause you h a v e n ' t gone to 
sleep as quickly as usual. 


The causes of insomnia in- 


clude high blood pressure, 
overactivity of the thyroid, an 
irritable b l a d d e r and some 
types of brain disorder but 
grief, excitement and worry 
are the commonest causes. 
Most people who claim they 
didn't sleep all night can be 
shown on close observation to 
have slept soundly most of 
the night. Others who say that 
they can't sleep are really 
fighting off sleep because they 
have a subconscious fear of 
l o s i n g consciousness even 
temporarily. 


Before you resort to sleep- 


ing pills or alcohol to help 
you sleep you should consider 
the fact that, although these 
drugs can put you into a deep 
sleep, they are likely to pre- 
vent the dreaming we now 
know accompanies all normal 
sleep even t h o u g h in the 
morning you m a y have no 
recollection of having dreamt. 
Scientists h a v e found that 
dreaming is the restorative 
that allows you to wake up 
refreshed instead of feeling 
drugged in the morning.

1963, the Foundation reports, 
"while the U.S. government civil- 
ian worker's pay was going up by 
48 per cent and the state work- 
ft's pay rose 46 per cent, the 
pay of the worker in private in- 
dustry rose by 34 per cent." 
Nor is this all. The trend al- 
ready was evident, the investi- 
gation disclosed, at a time when 
new pay schedules for federal 
workers are under consideration, 
which might, "if approved as sug- 
gested, cost $850 million more a 
v.ear" than the $13 billion now dis- 
tributed for these services. 


That most people find the com- 


pensation attractive is attested to 
by the feet that there now are 
7.5 million workers on state and 
municipal payrolls with 2.5 mil- 
lion more in employ of the 
Federal 
Government, or about 


one public employee for every 
19 persons. That is a weighty 
Jmd to carry and it gives every 
indication of getting heavier.—

Army Plans to Train 
Poorly Educated and 
Physically Deficient 


By BOB HORTON 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


armed forces will embark in 
October on a special training 
effort designed to keep in serv- 
ice many poorly educated or 
physically 
deficient 
military 


dropouts. 


The Pentagon provided this 


starting date and listed the 
training bases for the program 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara envisioned Tuesday 
as an aid to the services as well 
as a benefit to American socie- 
ty. 


Men ordinarly disqualified for 


military service will 
undergo 


what the Pentagon described as 
"supplementary or intensified 
training" to bring them up to 
minimum standards. 


ThiS-SchQoling will take place 


at regular military trainingcen- 
ters around the country. 


But exactly which individuals 


will be affected and what kind 
and periods of training they will 
undergo before being accepted 
or rejected for a full military 
tour were not fully spelled out 
by the defense chief. 


McNamara offered no clues 


when he mentioned the program 
as a military-social mission in a 
speech to Veterans of Foreign 
Wars in New York. 


He said 40,000 young men 


would receive the "supplemen- 
tary" training this fiscal year 
and 100,000 annually thereafter. 


The defense chief said it is 


hoped up to 85 per cent of the 
trainees would then be retained 
for 
military duty. McNamara 


said the program would not af- 
feet the present draft standards. 


Pentagon 
sources said the 


trainees would be sworn into the 
armed services, just as draftees 
and enlistees are. Those train- 
ees unable to meet the armed 
services standards after 
the 


training period would be given 
an honorable discharge as un- 
qualified, it was explained. 


The sources also said that the 


new program 
would have no 


substantial impact on draft quo- 
tas. "This merely will provide 
us a bit bigger pool of qualified 
manpower 
for 
the military," 


one spokesman said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities gave unanimous 
approval today to administra- 
tion-opposed legislation to slap 
stiff criminal penalties on the 
activities of some antl-Vlet Nam 
war groups. 


In less than an hour, the full 


committee ratified the amended 
bill approved Tuesday by the 
subcommittee which conducted 
four tumultuous days of inves- 
tigation into the groups, which 
contend that the United States is 
guilty of aggression in Viet 
Nam. 


Chairman Edwin E. Willis, D- 


La., said the bill will be brought 
promptly before the House. 


Overwhelming House passage 


of the controversial bill is ex- 
pected, but it may face death in 
the Senate where the Demo- 
cratic and Republican leader- 
ships are less than enthusiastic 
about it. 


A subcommittee approved the 


measure unanimously Tuesday. 


Earlier, Deputy Atty. Gen. 


Ramsey Clark had said the bill 
is unnecessary and might in- 
fringe on constitutional rights. 


The committee is rushing to 


complete work on the measure 
before Acting Chairman Joe R. 
Pool, D-Tex., the chief sponsor 
of the bill, leaves Thursday for 
an inspection trip to Viet Nam. 


The subcommittee took heed 


of some of the 
constitutional 


objections to the bill by deleting 
prohibitions on advising, coun- 
seling or urging others to give 
aid to enemies of the United 
States and to block the shipment 
of U.S. troops and materials. 


But it left in the ban on so- 


liciting, which Clark said might 
also 
Infringe 
constitutional 


rights.

The ' subcommittee also re- 


duced the penalties for obstruct* 
ing troop movements to a maxi- 
mum $10,000 fine and five years 
in prison. But it left the penal- 
ties for sending aid to the na- 
tion's enemies at a maximum 
$20,000 fine and 20 year sin pris- 
on. 


The bill is aimed primarily at 


groups which have solicited aid 
and blood for the Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese and which 
have tried to block UJ3. troops 
trains even though Clark testi- 
fied: "There has been no suc- 
cessful behavior of the sort to 
be prohibited by this bill." 


The Justice Department offi- 


cial was asked at the conclusion 
of his testimony by Rep, John 
H. Buchanan, R-Ala., if the gov- 
ernment will enforce the bill If 
it is passed by Congress. 


"We'll enforce any law passed 


by Congress," he replied.
